Cholera, and Affections of the 
Throat. 


To Tux Korron:—ln number 159 of Tur 
Proonessive Tinker is a communication in 
reference to the above-named ailments from 
the pen of W. Paine, M.D, While not an 
M.D., nor a chemist, 1 have been observant of 
things from boyhood. I have noticed that in 
regions where limestone exists, cholera was 
always severe; while at other times the country 
was considered remarkably healthfal, Your 
correspondent says that a carbonic oxide 
emanates from lime, in which is developed 
animal life, and which is inbuled and produces 
cholera, Those are not his words, though his 
meaning, 

I have noticed that a lengthy inhalation of 
carbonic acid gas, after n shower upon macad- 
amized roads, in warm weather, was very 
debilitating; but does it follow that there must 
be germinal lifo therein, to produce disease? 
The drinking of hard water from lime-rock is 
a serious disturber to the stomach and bowels 
of many persons. In New England, where 
limestone is wanting, cholera did not penetrate 
away from her ports, In 1831-2 the epidemic 
of cholera was severe in Lexington, Ky., 
usually a very healthful region, but where 
limestone abounds and the water from which 
was generally drank. On the contrary, in the 
State of Mississippi, at that time, where rain- 
water was commonly used, cholera did not 
exist. My impression is, that that form of 
disease which we call cholera originates from 
a foul stomach more often than in any other 
way. In filth and corruption animalcule are 
engendered—being latent, doubtless, in all 
vegetable and animal existence, 

Before the days of railroads, when the 
Mormon migration to this country came by 
the way of New Orleans, more or less cholera 
was always engendered among that people, 
between there and St. Louis. Confined on 
ship-board for three months; partaking of a 
sameness, if not scantiness of food, they were 
sure to be upset, at their arrival in port, by 
partaking freely of stale vegetables and fruit, 
in connection with Mississippi river water. 
The terrible siege of cholera in 1549, in St. 
Louis, was started by them, in January of that 
year, While the disease is not contagious, its 
immediate spread is (in all probability) caused 
by drawing into the system the animal life 
which emanates from the stools of those who 
are affected. The ailment is (doubtless) in- 
tensified by the d of population. The 
authorities of St. Louis, in the said year, as 
one means of arresting the scourge, caused a 
great bonfire to be made of barrels of tar, at 
the intersection of two streets, in the heart of 
the city. In the line of the smoke, for fifty 
miles to the southwest, there was no cholera.

to correct the bile which was accumulating 
within” the systems of the people during the 
hot months of the summer, The disease first 
struck the dirty suburbs; and, on reaching the 
interior of the city, attacked persons of n full 
habit, whose systems (from a free living, 
probably,) were not in a condition as healthful 
as might otherwise haye been, 

I went through the disease, in 1831, and in 
every ot its existence since, without being 
ER Aug Did not change my diet, and went 
about my business without thinking much of 
the disease, Since reaching manhood have 
systematically abstained from eating much in- 
digestible food. 

The poisonous exhalations from sewers and 
obstructed pipes in cities must produce diph- 
theria and typhoid fever, While the denizens 
of rural districts are less subject to the latter, 
they are more affected by malaria. The hoat 
and smoke from numerous chimneys must 
dissipate its influence. In long continued 
affections of the throat, parasitic life must be 
developed, which, if not effectually destroyed, 
will, with its ever-growing and poisonous in- 
fluence, on reaching the lungs, speedily carry 
off the patient. ese are the deductions of 
a non-professional but observant man.
